EDITORIAL NOTES - 


Licensed Betting 


E has been a‘resident of France since he dis- 

persed his LaBelle Stud at Lexington nearly 
40 years ago, but H. Eugene Leigh comes back 
to America occasionally. He has been over here 
for about a month, and was at Latonia last week 
as Col. M. J. Winn’s guest. While there he told 
Bob Saxton that racing is flourishing in France, 
and that an important contributing feature is 
the fact that one can make wagers at numerous 
places in Paris with assurance that the wagers 
will be recorded in the pools at the course. 
Thereupon, Mr. Saxton said in The Cincinnati 
Enquirer, of which he is sporting editor: 

What a great racing game it would be if such condi- 
tions would prevail in this country, Imagine what 
would be handled at a Chicago track if all the bets 
were sent to the race track! 

On former occasions THE BLOOD-HORSE has told 
of the establishment of pari-mutuel betting sta- 
tions in Paris and at other points in France, and 
likewise of the institution of similar betting 
facilities in Adelaide, Australia, the money going 
into the pools at the tracks. We have suggested 
the adoption of the plan by various states having 
pari-mutuel pooling in this country, as a means 
of abating the handbook racket and turning to 
the state and the racing companies much needed 
and well deserved revenue, from a source now 
flourishing illegally. 

We recently offered the suggestion that the 
Kentucky Legislature, then in special session for 
the purposes of passing revenue measures, adopt 
something of the sort. It was not done. It was 
not even considered. Why? We do not know, 
unless it be that Americans are incapable of 
compelling politicians to do away with a spoils 
system that enables the taking of graft from peo- 
ple permitted to engage in unlawful practice. 

We wish now to go on record as saying that, 
unless the thousands upon thousands of hand- 
books and poolrooms throughout America are 
suppressed, the racing territory that has been 
gained in America will be lost. Race course 
Owners in various parts of the country are re- 
porting diminished attendance and decreased 
revenues attributable to the betting places served

with full race descriptions and all that goes on in 
the wagering at the tracks. A vast, monopolis- 
tic agency, growing richer and more powerful 
each day, is distributing the information to the 
rooms throughout the land. So long as this is 
permitted to flourish as now, race track owners, 
horse breeders, horse owners, trainers, jockeys, 
stablemen, racing officials and all workers on the 
tracks and at the farms will be bleeding through 
the nose. The money that should be going to 
the tracks to support racing and the breeding 
industry is enriching a racket. United effort 
will be necessary to stop the thing, and we urge 
that there be no delay in getting it done. Start 
now.

Unfounded Complaint 

N its issue of June 30, The New York Press 

quoted “one of the group” of alleged ‘“embit- 
tered bookmakers on the race tracks of New 
York” to the effect that The Jockey Club is plot- 
ting ‘“‘to influence horse players to vote for pari- 
mutuels next year.” 

THE BLOOb-HORSE thinks this is nothing more 
than what Kentuckians call ‘“poppycock.” In 


other words, it is unfounded in fact. Our informa- 
tion is that The Jockey Club is well satisfied with 
the present form of betting, and that there is no 
intention on the part of The Jockey Club to inau- 
gurate a campaign in behalf of the pari-mutuels, 
or to foster such campaign should one be inaugu- 
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rated by others. It is further our information 
that the bookmakers are not concerned with any 
plan in opposition to pari-mutuels. 

Both The Jockey Club and the bookmakers, we 
hear, are willing to let the matter of pari-mutuels 
take its natural course. That is to say, they are 
willing to abide by the verdict of the people at 
the polls when the question of removing the con- 
stitutional prevention of pari-mutuels is submit- 
ted to them

THE TIMMS INBREEDING 
From John Hervey (Salvator): 


That was an interesting and ingenious story that you 
made out of “The Timms Inbreeding.” It made me 
think of the old couplet that will be found in the 
“New England Primer’ of the Puritan forefathers, 
which was one of the first, if not the very first book 
ever printed in America: 

“Whence came the source of universal sin: 
From Satan's children, breeding in and in.’ 

The Timms inbreeding seems to have produced anes 
as universal no accountness as is equinely possible— 
something nearly 100 per cent in both quality and 
quantity. Perhaps he was trying to produce—Timms, 
I mean—‘the worst horse (or horses) in the world.” 
If that was his object he came much nearer succeeding 
than many men have in their endeavors to produce the 
best horse in the world. 

Undoubtedly he has combined in the ancestry of 
Jim T. a larger number of crosses to a given number 
of animals unknown to glory than can be found in any 
other animal in any stud book of race horses. 

In scrutinizing the six-generation pedigree there are 
only two horses whose names would, by any reasonable 
chance, be recognized by any even ‘“‘well-posted” horse- 
man. Being an o!d stager, I can recall the days when 
Winfred, own brother of the great race and brood mare 
Wanda, was a stakes colt of which a lot was expected. 
He was raced at two by Pierre Lorillard; did not win 
but showed well. As a 3-year-old he won a sensational 
race—the Emporium Stakes—at Sheepshead Bay, then 
one of the richest events for the age. The Bard was 
the favorite and considered a certain winner, but was 
virtually left at the post and Winfred managed to 
squeeze home “half a head’ ahead of him. He was 
then owned by the Dwyers, who bought him at the 
dispersal sale of Lorillard’s racing stable in the late 
fall of 1885. He never won another race. 

The one other real race horse in the pedigree was 
Britannic, bred and owned by the Morris's. He came 
along a season or two after Winfred and first raced 
as Howard. He was one of the fastest horses of his 
day at short distances and ranked among the king-pin 
sprinters of the latter 1880's. 

The inbreeding in the Tim T. pedigree really begins 
with Britannic whose daughter, Hazard, produced Jim 
Benson, the sire that appears in your tabulation three 
times. Britannic was by Plevna out of the noted mare 
Faithless, by *Leamington, she out of Felicity, by 
*Eclipse; while Plevna was by *Warminster out of 
Regardless, also by “Eclipse. It was the close double 
cross to *Eclipse that was given the credit of producing 
his extreme speed—the *Bclipse strain, as you know, 
having introduced into America a new and _ electric 
current of that much-wanted commodity. Both *Leam- 
ington and *Warminster were imported by Sir Roderick 
Cameron, of the Clifton Stud, Staten Island, but while 
the former proved one of the greatest progenitors ever 
brought across the Atlantic, *Warminster was almost 
a complete failure. Britannic was also, I believe, the 
only worth-while winner ever gotten by Plevna, but 
was a failure as a sire.

owners of starters in the same race, or except to the 
owner of a starter in a claiming race on the same day, 
or except to the owner of a starter in a claiming race 
on the same day, or except to bona fide owners or 
trainers having horses within the track grounds, etc., 
etc. This method should appease both sides and, in 
addition, produce some variety to the fare. 

Speaking of variety, why not make another attempt 
to popularize the so-called French claiming race, in 
which any horse is subject to claim before the race, 
but, if claimed, is automatically scratched? 

This plan eliminates the sure- thing gambler, who is 
willing to risk losing his horse by entering it at a 
figure very much below its actual worth, in order to 
win a large bet. It was tried out in a half-hearted 
manner at Saratoga, I believe, a few years ago, but 
was dropped from the condition books for no apparent- 
ly other reason than the American habit of  high- 
hatting innovations imported from foreign countries. 
It works marvelously well in France, where, time after 
time, I have seen over 30 horses compete in races of 
this description. 

Please let me now add a reiteration of my delight— 
already orally conveyed to you at Pimlico in May—to 
learn that the plan to continue the publication of THe 
Bioop-Horse has gone through. I regret that we were 
not able to get together for the more extended chat 
promised me, but things are pretty hectic at Pimlico 
on Preakness Day, and you were evidently kept busy 
renewing old friendships and friendly acquaintances, 
so I'll take a rain check on that date.

ARLINGTON P. ARK 

HE management of Arlington Park, Chicago’s 

racing-for-sport’s-sake experiment, was in 
better spirits last week after a crowd of 25,000 
persons had turned out for its holiday program 
on the Fourth of July and wagered approximately 
$556,000 in the course of the afternoon. Previous 
crowds and previous wagering at the track had 
not promised that there would be such figures 
recorded during the meeting. For the most part 
the financial returns appear to have been sub- 
stantially below those of last year at the North- 
side course. “Conditions” are partly to blame 
for this state of affairs, and the weather has not 
been as favorable as might have been expected. 
The very next day after the big crowd of the 
Fourth the program was riddled because of rain 
and a change in track conditions, and the crowd 
dropped from 25,000 to 3,500. The day before 
the Fourth the crowd was only 4,000. Approxi- 
mately 12,000 were present when the Lassie 
Stakes was won by C. V. Whitney’s Motto last 
Saturday, July 7. 

Horses, however, usually constitute the biggest 
news at Arlington Park. “Big names” have not 
been as plentiful as usual this year, and not even 
Equipoise is on the scene. This fact accounts to 
some extent for the small crowds. Few big draw- 
ing cards have appeared on the Arlington Park 
programs, though the track now has developed a 
drawing card of its own in the form of Col. E. R. 
Bradley's Black Helen, a filly which has suddenly 
demonstrated enough speed to make her the best 
2-year-old in the Mid-West. Unfortunately for 
Colonel Bradley and Arlington Park, Black Helen 
has no stakes engagements. Indian Runner, 
which demonstrated his prowess at Arlington 
Park last year by winning the Inaugural Handi- 
cap and Stars and Stripes Handicap, has repeated 
his victories in each of those events this year. 

The big day of the meeting, considering the 
racing itself, will be Saturday of this week, July 
14, when the Classic will be run. Despite Caval- 
cade’s entrenched position at the top of the 
3-year-old class, the Classic promises a real race, 
as Peace Chance and Discovery are now accord- 
ed good chances of taking the measure of the 
Brookmeade colt. Other starters will be in the 
field, but will not be considered seriously before 
the running. 

General Manager R. S. Eddy admitted disap- 
pointment over the meeting, blaming business 
conditions and the extremely hot weather for the 
lack of success. Saturdays, Memorial Day, and 
July 4 brought out fair crowds, but otherwise at- 
tendance was poor. A proposed fall meeting, be- 
ginning the Saturday before Labor Day, and run- 
ning for 25 days, is looked upon as distinctly 
uncertain. 


TRIPLE DISQUALIFICATION 


Race horse players found a new way to be 
wrong in the seventh race at Arlington Park July 
3, when the three leaders disqualified themselves 
by failing to follow the course. The race, a mile 
over the new inner turf course, went to Mrs. Ray 
Pollard’s Miss Corinne when Straight Jacket, 
leader and favorite, made the turn on the wrong 
side of the hedge which marks the course, and 
was followed blindly by Grayback and Single 
Stripe, which were close up. This automatically 
disqualified the three leaders, and with these out 
of the way Miss Corinne drove down to win. 


INDIAN RUNNER AGAIN 

D. A. Wood’s Indian Runner (118), which had 
splashed six furlongs through a driving rain- 
storm to win the Arlington Inaugural Handicap 
June 25 for the second consecutive year, demon- 
strated that a longer route and a faster track 
were equally acceptable when he outdrove a field 
of 15 of the best handicap horses at the Chicago 
track to win, also for the second consecutive 
year, the Stars and Stripes Handicap ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and upward, 14% miles) July 4, 
with a game stretch effort which caught Mrs. J. 
Howard’s Advising Anna (102) a few yards from 
the wire. Conceding weight, actually and by 
seale, to every horse in the race except Plucky 
Play (118) and W. R. Coe’s Ladysman (120), 
which had drawn the heaviest impost because of 
his victory over Equipoise May 30, the son of 
*Dis Done stayed well up throughout, was al- 
lowed to take a breathing spell in the second 
quarter, saving ground on the back stretch, and 
then came through on the inside. In the stretch 
Jockey Tipton took his mount outside, and Indian 
Runner, answering gamely to punishment, gradu- 
ally wore down the leaders, gaining a nose advan- 
tage over the Howard filly as the two charged 
under the wire. Third was Ladysman, heavy 
favorite, which had been forced to race wide, and 
was going fastest at the end. The Brookmeade 
Stable’s Good Goods (3-y-o, 104), far back till 
the last furlong, finished fourth, a length and one- 
half ahead of Barn Swallow (112). The others, 
in order, were New Deal (3-y-o0, 102), Bien Fait 
(3-y-o, 105) which had led to the stretch, Plucky 


Play (118), Navanod (106), Evergold (107), 
Watch Him (107), Inlander (112), Thomasville 
(3-y-o, 106), Jovius (106), and Frank Ormont

In last year’s running 
of the Stars and Stripes Handicap Indian Runner 
carried four pounds less, over a good track, in 
1:51%, ridden by Jockey Tipton. He was fol- 
lowed in by Gallant Sir and Watch Him. 


MOTTO WINS LASSIE STAKES 


C. V. Whitney’s Motto, bought as a yearling 
for $800, primarily for breeding purposes, carried 
her consecutive victories to four at Arlington 
Park July 7 when she led seven other fillies to 
the wire in the sixth running of the Arlington 
Lassie Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 
six furlongs), probably the year’s richest stakes 
event for juvenile fillies. After delaying the start 
by fractiousness at the post, Motto (119) started 
third and, gradually brought up on the outside by 
Jockey Raymond Workman, assumed a two- 
length lead at the top of the stretch, stretching 
the margin to three lengths in an easy finish. 
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Toro Nancy (115), an outsider running in the 
colors of Norman W. Church, raced Mrs. Fab, 
the early leader, into defeat, but could not hold 
her lead, and finished second, two lengths in front 
of Mrs. Roy Carruthers’ Bye Lo (117), which led 
Irksome (119), of the Milky Way Farms Stable, 
by a neck. The rest of the field, in order: Mid 
Victorian (117), Clean Out (117), Good Gamble

Motto has started six times, winning the last 
four, including the Fashion Stakes, after an un- 
promising beginning which saw her far back in 
her first two races. She has earned $28,085, 
ranks now as the year’s leading money-winning 
2-year-old. She was foaled at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., as were also Toro 
Nancy and Irksome. She was bought on August 
11, 1933, at the Fasig-Tipton Company arena, at 
Saratoga, by C. V. Whitney for $800. 


LICENSE GRANTED MISS HIRSCH 


Miss Mary Elizabeth Hirsch, daughter of Max 
Hirsch and sister to W. J. Hirsch, both success- 
ful trainers, became the first woman to hold a 
trainer’s license in Illinois when the Illinois Rac- 
ing Commission issued her a license July 7. Miss 
Hirsch, who assisted in the training of her win- 
ners Tullihoo and Prize Package last year, 
might have held a trainer’s license in New York, 
but The Jockey Club was reluctant to break its 
precedent against granting such a privilege to 
a woman. Miss Hirsch is now working with 
Tartar Betsy at Arlington. Short Wave and Shy 
Princess, now quartered at Belmont Park, are 
also a part of her stable. 


BLACK HELEN 


The juvenile crop at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Stock Farm this spring looked so unusually 
promising that it was impractical to keep all the 
likely prospects entered in stakes events. When 
selection was made, one of the fillies which was 
passed over was a tiny daughter of Black Toney, 
out of *La Troienne, by *Teddy—Helene de 
Troie, by Helicon. Foaled May 6, she was 
smaller than most of the other Bradley 2-year- 
olds, and she was out of a mare which had pro- 
duced nothing of especial worth, so while the 
other youngsters were nominated for stakes 
events, Black Helen was left out, and made her 
first start in a maiden race at Washington Park 
June 13. 

In that first start Black Helen illustrated the 
difficulty of judging untried horses, for she 
made a show of her field, winning easily by four 
lengths. In two other races, on June 18 and 27, 
she scored ridiculously easy victories in allow- 
ance races, with some of the prominent con- 
tenders for such stakes as the Arlington Lassie 
finishing lengths behind her. Her latest race, 
run at Arlington Park July 3 against nine other 
fillies, was an even more smashing victory, for 


the Bradley miss stretched her winning margin 
to six lengths and clipped one-fifth of a second 
from the Arlington track record for five fur- 
longs, running the distance in :58%. Mrs. Roy 
Carruthers’ Bye Lo, which later finished third 
in the Lassie Stakes, labored in behind her to 
take second place. To make it thorough, Black 
Helen conceded weight to every horse in the field. 
Jockey Don Meade gave the filly an alert ride; 
she drew away steadily and without effort, and 
at the head of the stretch led by eight lengths. 
She was held in a bit through the last eighth, 
and finished galloping, a fifth of a second faster 
than the record set by Misty in 1931 and equalled 
by Fort Spring during the current meeting. 

Black Helen may get her first chance at a 
stakes event in the Saratoga Special. 


CLAIMING RULES CHANGED 

Closed claiming rules are unfair to the public, 
for they inevitably result in ‘understandings’ 
among horsemen, who learn to leave their neigh- 
bors’ horses alone even though their valuation is 
far out of line. But open claiming is bitter medi- 
cine for many owners. By last week such own- 
ers had howled long and loud enough that the 
Illinois Racing Commission, in order to curb the 
“abuse” of the open claiming privilege, issued an 
amazing set of new claiming rules as follows: 


All starters in claiming races shall be subject to 
claim, but only by an owner (either directly or through 
a licensed authorized agent) whose horses are regis- 
tered at the course where the claim is made, but only 
for his own account. After the first six days of any 
race meeting such claim shall not be allowed unless 
made by an owner who has had a bona fide starter in a 
race during the meeting at which such claim is made. 
Horses claimed shall not be eligible to race elsewhere 
during the term of the meeting at which they were 
claimed. 

The stewards shall be the sole judges of the qraiity 
of the horses in the stable of the claimant, and shall 
decide when the spirit, as well as the intent, of this 
rule is being violated. They may, at their discretion, 
declare any claim void. An affidavit shall be attached 
to each claim, stating the claimant is acting solely in 
his own behalf and that no other person, either directly 
or indirectly, is interested in such claim. 

Any person making a false affidavit shall be ruled 
off and prosecuted for perjury. A horse claimed shall 
not be delivered by the original owner until authoriza- 
tion be ge by the secretary and the secretary shall 
require the proper amount to be deposited with the as- 
sociation, unless the claimant shall have such amount 
to his credit with the association. No money shall ac- 
company the claim. When a claim has been filed with 
the secretary or clerk of the course, it is irrevocable and 
is at the risk of the claimant. 

All horses may be claimed for the entered claiming 
price. Each horse shell run for the account of the 
person in whose name it starts, but title to the claimed 
horse shall be vested in the claimant from the time it 
leaves the paddock for the post. Every claim must be 
in writing, sealed and filed with the secretary or the 
clerk of the course fifteen minutes before post time for 
the first race each day and if more than one person 
should enter claims for the same horse, they shall cast 
lots for priority in the presence of the stewards or 
judges and the one determined by such lots to have the 
right of claim shall become the owner of the horse 
whether he be alive or dead, sound or unsound, or in- 
jured during the race or after it. 

The secretary or anyone else shall not open a bid 
nor inform an owner or any one else that a claim has 
been made until after the race has been run. No person 
can claim his own horse, or cause his horse to be 
claimed, directly or indirectly, for his own account; nor 
shall any person claim more than one horse in a race. 

Any horse that has been claimed shall, after the race 
has been run, be taken to the paddock, for delivery to 
the claimant. 


WORLD’S WORST BREAK 

A horse called Tillicum was the only entry ex- 
pected to start in the Maidstone Welter Plate at 
Folkstone recently. On the way to the course the 
van carrying Tillicum broke down and the horse 
failed to arrive at the course in time to walk over 
for the $500 prize. 
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MICHIGAN 


DETROIT 


ARLY last week the Detroit Racing Associa- 
tion turned into the middle third of its 123- 
day meeting. Conditions for the middle 41 days 
are much the same as for the first 41, except that 
stakes offerings are not quite as ambitious nor 
good horses quite as plentiful. As has become 
the case at most of the other courses now operat- 
ing, selling platers are now providing the fields 
for the stakes races, and the racing secretary is 
finding it so difficult to fill a daily program that 
he rarely schedules a race longer than a mile 
and a sixteenth, for fear the entries will be too 
few to attract the necessary amount of wagering. 
Last week’s largest crowd was the holiday 
turnout of July the Fourth, comprising perhaps 
15,000. The feature race that day was the Lib- 
erty Handicap, in which H. H. Cross saw his 
Rock X step into the stakes-winning class. The 
following Saturday, July 7, about half as many 
persons saw First Entry achieve victory in the 
Motor City Stakes, from which Try Sympathy 
was scratched at the last moment. Other crowds 
of the week were under 5,000. 


BEST RACE FOR ROCK X. 


Rock X. (3-y-o, 103), property of H. H. Cross’ 
Tranquility Farm Stable, won his most important 
race at Detroit July 4 when he defeated a field of 
six other fair performers to take the first running 
of the Liberty Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and upward, six furlongs). The gelded son 
of Rock Man, which has been a consistent per- 
former this year, running in the money in seven 
consecutive races, and being unplaced only twice 
in the two years of his racing career, showed a 
slight improvement in form, and under a well 
judged ride by Jockey J. Mattioli held a decisive 
margin of two lengths at the finish. Rock X. 
forced the early pace, went into the lead before 
the half-mile post’ was reached, and though rid- 
den out, was.not seriously threatened. F. Alger’s 
Sabula (110), outrun for the early furlongs, made 
up ground rapidly in the stretch, and succeeded 
in crowding C. and C. L. King’s Mr. Sponge (113) 
out of second place. The latter had a three- 
length margin over Marooned (109), and Clotho 
(112), Miss Patience (3-y-o, 107), and Bahamas 


(105) finished in that order. Time, :23, :4634,

FIRST ENTRY’S VICTORY 


Over a slow track, G. S. Morris’ First Entry 
(117), which has not been worse than second in 
his six starts, raced evenly and easily to win the 
first running of the Motor City Stakes ($2,500 
added, 2-year-olds, 514 furlongs) at Detroit July 
7. The race lost much of its interest when the 
Fair Fields Stable’s outstanding juvenile, Try 
Sympathy, was withdrawn because of the poor 
footing, leaving Sun Erin (114), by *Sun Briar 
to race for the Kilmer interests. However, Sun 
Erin, winner of his only earlier start, was not 
good enough, and finished second, three and one- 
half lengths behind the leader. First Entry, first 
in motion but immediately outrun, was saved 
through the first quarter, taken to the outside, 
and moved away easily when called upon. Nix 
and Hunter’s Sun Caprice (114) was third, four 
lengths back of Sun Erin, and fourth money went 
to Mrs. A. J. Abel’s St. Moritz (117). The other 
three starters, Scrambled Eggs (114), Adams 
Eve (109) and Harold H. (117) were done after 
the first quarter. Time, :24%, :48, 1:01%, 
1:081;5, track slow. Stakes division, $2,320, $400,

First Entry in six starts has won three races 
and finished second three times, earning $3,520.

RULING ON CLAIMS 


Stewards of the Detroit Racing Association, 
with the approval of Racing Commissioner Mark 
Hanna, issued the following interpretation of the 
claiming rule in effect in Michigan: 


Where a stable is registered on the ground and any 
owner or part owner of such stable wishes to claim a 
horse, such claim must be for the account of the stable 
only. Should any partner in a stable desire to claim 
individually, he, or she, must first take out a license 
with the racing commission and have it approved by 
the presiding steward and racing secretary. In making 
claims by an owner or his authorized agent, the name 
of the stable should be signed to the claim and then 
the signature of the person making the claim under- 
neath it. On account of the widely divergent and con- 
stantly changing rules in regard to claiming in other 
jurisdictions, horses claimed in such jurisdictions will 
for the present at least be subject to the rules govern- 
ing claiming races in these jurisdictions. This inter- 
pretation has the approval of the racing commissioner. 


DETROIT STEWARDS’ RULINGS 

A ruling of the Detroit stewards, issued June 
29, revoked the jockey license of R. Ashley and 
denied him all privileges and admission to the 
grounds. Edwin Harris was also denied all 
privileges. The ground, in each case, was “prac- 
tices prejudicial to the best interests of the turf.”

LATONIA CLOSES 


HE 37 days of racing which ended at Latonia 

last Saturday, July 7, did little toward either 
the improvement of the breed or the sport. The 
most noticeable facts concerning the meeting 
were of the discouraging sort. The class of rac- 
ing was generally low, and a large percentage of 
the horses continued sick throughout the meet- 
ing. Stakes attracted mediocre fields. Crowds 
were small, betting light, take-out heavy. The 
daily mutuel turnover averaged about $81,000, 
THE BLOoOD-HORSE understands, or about one-sixth 
of what the track handled in its best days. 

Officiating was, as usual, sluggish. Ugly stories 
about jockeys became so frequent that the public 
found it difficult not to believe them. The closed 
claiming rule was in effect, with the result that 
only one claim was made during the entire 37 
days. The saliva test method of preventing and 
detecting the use of narcotics was used, but the 
application was slipshod and not in the least cal- 
culated to improve public confidence. The veteri- 
narian and chemist were stationed at the starting 
post to watch the actions of the horses and could 
pick out for examination any animal which 
aroused their suspicions. The few tests which 
were made were carried out with no publicity. 
Only one infraction of the rules against doping 
was reported, and in that case the punishment 
amounted to a slap on the wrist. 

The largest crowd of the Latonia meeting was 
out last week, on Independence Day. A smaller 
crowd saw the Young Brothers’ Fiji win the La- 
tonia Oaks, following a victory the previous Sat- 
urday in the Latonia Derby. The Oaks attracted 
such a weak field that its continuance is prob- 
lematical. The Latonia Derby itself, one of the 
few races at 11 miles left in America, probably 
will become even less important, if it does not 
disappear altogether. The Independence Handi- 
cap, run July 4, fell to Late Date, which was 
shipped to Latonia from Chicago. As soon as she 
had accomplished her task the Audley Farm filly 
was on her way back to Chicago. 

Next on the Kentucky racing scene is Dade 
Park, down the Ohio River at Evansville, Ind., 
and Henderson, Ky. The meeting there opens 
Saturday, August 4, runs 26 days, closing Labor 
Day, September 3. Very likely the only other 
racing to be held in Kentucky this year will be a 
few days, perhaps 10 or fewer, at Churchill 
Downs, Louisville. There is a possibility that the 
Kentucky Association may be reorganized in time 
to sponsor a short session at Lexington late in 
the season. 

The first condition book for the Dade Park 
meeting, issued last week, schedules seven races 
daily, with minimum purses of $500, as last year. 
Saturday and holiday features will be $1,000 and 
$1,500 purses. T. C. Bradley, W. H. Shelley and 
J. J. Graddy will be stewards, and Mr. Shelley 
will take the place of the late Brownell Berryman 
as racing secretary. 


KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION 

Preferred stockholders of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation at a meeting last week (510 of the 1,000 
shares represented) voted to immediately con- 
vert their stock into bonds. This step is to be 
taken that they may have legal right to obtain 
control of the track when, as and if desired. 

A committee, Thomas Piatt, Victor K. Dodge 
and Samuel S. Yantis, last week conferred with 


Maurice L. Galvin, Secretary, Treasurer and 
General Counsel of the American Turf Associa- 
tion. The conference was adjourned to a day 
this week at Lexington. 

It was stated after the first conference that 4 
proposal may be made by the American Turf 
Association out of which may come a race meet- 
ing for this autumn at Lexington, the manage- 
ment very likely being of the preferred stock- 
holders of the Kentucky Association. 


LATE DATE’S INDEPENDENCE HANDICAP 
The Audley Farm Stable’s Late Date (112), 
which was shipped to Latonia to win last year’s 
Enquirer Handicap, found the going on the Ken- 
tucky track to her liking again July 4, and scored 
in the twenty-fourth running of the Independence 
Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 
14, miles). An indifferent field of five starters 
turned out for the event, and the race was run in 
the slow time of 1:521!5, nearly four seconds short 
of the track record. H. C. Hatch’s Shepherd Boy 
(105) cut out the early pace, followed at first by 
Penncote (3-y-o, 99), which stopped after a half- 
mile. Jockey Kacala, on Late Date, steadied his 
mount along, gradually cutting into Shepherd 
Boy's lead. In the stretch Late Date moved into 
the lead. She was drawing away at the end. She 
held a half-length margin over Shepherd Boy, 
while a half-length behind the Hatch gelding was 
the Coldstream Stud Stable’s Marmion (112), 
12 lengths ahead of Mose Goldblatt’s Contraband 
(109), which ran a dull race and, when called 
upon, could do no more than pass the tiring Penn-

FIJI TAKES LATONIA OAKS 


Like the Illinois Oaks, in which Mata Hari 
raced to victory over mediocre opposition, the La- 
tonia Oaks ($2,500 added, 3-year-old fillies, 114 
miles), which featured the closing of the Latonia 
meeting July 7, saw Young Brothers’ Fiji (124) 
run away from four other fillies to win by five 
lengths, running easily at the end. The Bostonian 
filly, which only a week before was a 25-to-1 out- 
sider for the Latonia Derby, went to the post an 
odds-on favorite at two to five. Jockey Gilbert 
Elston held his mount under strong restraint 
while the Ridgeview Stock Farm Stable’s Ridge 
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Blond (116) and Mrs. W. E. Smith’s Sallie Gray 
(116) were racing each other into defeat. A lit- 
tle past the half-mile post Elston began to move 
Fiji up, and the filly splashed willingly through 
the sloppy going to head the leaders and open up 
a commanding lead. H. H. Briner’s Laura Kiev 
(116) passed Ridge Blond and drew out to an 
eight-length lead for second position. Sallie 
Gray, two and one-half lengths farther back, kept 
fourth position from Lucky Amelia (116), the 
only other starter, which was always hopelessly 
outrun. Time, :23, :4735, 1:13%, 1:41, 2:08%, 
track sloppy. Stakes division, $2,000, $500, $250,

Announcement to this effect was made last Fri- 
day, July 6, at the club’s meeting at the Lafa- 
yette Hotel. J. A. Estes, Arthur W. Shutts and 
Brownell Combs have been named as a committee 
to make arrangements for the contest, but have 
not announced the details. 

At last Friday’s brief meeting Thomas Piatt, 
president of the club, appointed a committee to 
begin preparations for the annual testimonial din- 
ner and to select a guest of honor for the dinner. 
The committee is composed of Frank B. Jones, 
chairman, Charles R. Thompson and former Sen- 
ator Johnson N. Camden. 


RESTING AT LEXINGTON 


R. L. Stivers came home to Lexington after 
the Latonia meeting and is resting eight horses 
at the Kentucky Association track. He may go 
to Coney Island—-if that track opens. Mr. Stivers 
is “burning up” over a $10 fine imposed against 
him at Latonia. As his story goes, a valet for+ 
got a breast strap when he came out to the pad- 
dock with the tack; went back to the jockey 
house to get it, and delayed the start four 
minutes. Mr. Stivers happened to own the horse 
which wore the strap forgotten by the valet 
appointed by the track management. He cannot 
figure out the mental process followed by the 
stewards in reaching the decision to fine him 
instead of the valet--if anyone was to have been 
fined. 


HAY AT FRANKFORT 

Col. C. W. (Timmie) Hay, master of Scotland 
Farm, Frankfort, Ky., is at home until the open- 
ing at Hawthorne, where he is to serve in the 
stewards’ stand. He says he had a _ headache 
after the meeting at Washington Park, of which 
plant he is general manager. “The money just 
wasn’t there,” he said: ‘Too much of it going 
into the handbooks.” Colonel Hay says he has 
three 2-year-olds and a dozen nice yearlings that 
are on the market. He may decide to break the 
yearlings at the farm, if he does not sell them 
privately, and send them to the E. J. Tranter 
Lexington sale in November as broken, but not 
tried. No place at Frankfort to try them, if he 
wanted to. 


MAY TRY FOR ARLINGTON FUTURITY 
Brownell Combs, Lexington horseman, brought 
his small string of racers back to Lexington after 
the close of the Latonia meeting, will give them 
a short rest. Principal development in his stable 
during the Kentucky season was the 2-year-old 
filly Luminosa, which broke her maiden the final 
day of the Latonia meeting by speeding over the 
sloppy track to win a 51'-furlong race by six 
lengths. Luminosa, a bay daughter of Blue Lark- 
spur and Humming Bird, by *Stefan the Great, 
has displayed such talent in soft going that Mr. 
Combs has in mind taking his stable to Arlington 
Park later in the month on the chance that there 
may be a muddy track for the Arlington Futurity. 


BARNACLES 


A reporter for The Lowisville Times recently 
made a tour of poolrooms and handbooks in and 
near Jeffersonville, Ind., across the river from 
Louisville. He reported “an average daily at- 
tendance of 1,500 race fans,” nearer 3,000 on Sat- 
urdays, a daily “handle” of $15,000 upwards in 
race bets alone. ‘Nowhere,’ said the Times, 
“was there any sign of loss of interest in gam- 
bling on the races. On the contrary, the pool- 
rcoms were steadily increasing their business 
apparently at the expense of the race tracks.” 


SHIPPING TO DETROIT 


Tom B. Young was in Lexington Sunday to 
say goodbye to his mother, Mrs. Milton Young, 
before shipping Fiji and others of his string from 
Latonia to Detroit on Tuesday. Maj. T. C. Mc- 
Dewell has already shipped his string from’ 
Latonia to Detroit. Several other stables at 
Latonia would have gone to the Michigan 
metropolis, but stable room was not available. 
The majority of these will go to Dade Park. 
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NEW YORK 

FROM AQUEDUCT TO EMPIRE 

HE Queens County Jockey Club closed its 

most successful meeting of recent years on 
Wednesday, July 4, with a crowd which Racing 
Secretary John Kane reported as including 9,700 
paid admissions. There appears to be no question 
that the Aqueduct management profited from the 
sport, whose concluding feature was the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, a race which gave the splendid 
3-year-old Discovery a chance to earn his first 
stakes victory and incidentally boosted the hopes 
of his admirers for a victory over Cavalcade in 
the Classic Stakes. 

The day after Aqueduct’s close, marking the 
end of the spring and summer season of racing 
on Long Island, the sport opened at the Empire 
City Racing Association’s renovated plant in 
Westchester County, north of New York City. 
The Yonkers course, under new and vigorous 
management, is offering some of the best racing 
in its history and, to all appearances, is attract- 
ing support accordingly. On the first Saturday 
of the meeting, July 7, when William Woodward’s 
Faireno captured the Empire City Handicap, 
there were approximately 10,000 on hand to 
watch the program, the largest crowd in years 
at the track. 

In the midst of the comparative prosperity 
which has come to New York race tracks since 
the passing of legislation permitting open betting, 
a number of warning voices have been raised. 
Last week Damon Runyon, perhaps the country’s 
most widely known sports writer, included the 
following paragraphs in his column syndicated by 
Universal Service: 


It seems to be a matter of common knowledge, and 
comment, that a couple of brazen mobs of race track 
connivers from the West are working in New York, 
quite openly. So openly that the members hang out in 
the clubhouse at the various tracks. 

The racing game cannot long endure under the lax 
conditions that prevail in this state. It is rapidly 
gathering unto itself all the elements of a nice, big 
explosion, and that before very long. 


FAIRENO’S FIRST 1934 SUCCESS 

At the end of the 1932 racing season, the Belair 
Stud Stable’s Faireno, with the Belmont Stakes, 
the Lawrence Realization and three other stakes 
victories to his credit, stood out as a potential 
rival to Equipoise in the handicap racing of 1933. 
However, he had been kicked before the start of 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup in 1932, and although 
he recovered enough to win a stakes race later 
that year, the injury failed to respond to treat- 
ment in the spring of 1933, and Trainer Fitzsim- 
mons threw him out of training, hoping to fit 
him for racing in 1934. This season the son of 
Chatterton made 12 unsuccessful starts, finishing 
in the money in seven cases, but never being able 
to get on top. The thirteenth start proved a win- 
ning one, and Faireno came home in the twenty- 
sixth running of the Empire City Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 1% 
miles) July 7, in front for the first time since he 
defeated Over Time, War Hero, Gusto and Oscu- 
lator in the Realization September 10, 1932. 
Coupled with the Wheatley Stable’s Dark Secret 
(126) in the betting, Faireno carried 114 pounds 
to a three-length decision over E. R. Bradley’s 

Tick On (120), with Mrs. H. L. Ughetta’s Deduce 
' (107) three lengths behind second place and a 
half-length ahead of Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s Lady 
Reigh (3-y-o, 108), while Dark Secret and Some- 
body (3-y-o, 100) completed the field. Deduce 
led the early running, but weakened to give way 


to the winner, which was saved through the first 
furlongs, and to Tick On, which closed a long gap 
in the last quarter. Time, :2415, :48%, 1:13, 
1:38%4, 1:5145, track fast. Stakes division, $4,450, 
$1,000, $500, $250.

Faireno won six races at two, including four 
stakes, and at three was second to Gusto in the 
list of leading money winners of that year, earn- 
ing $136,635. In 41 starts, at two, three, and five, 
he has won 14 races, finished second 10 times, 
third three times, earning $160,085. Minerva 
raced unplaced at two; Faireno is her only win- 
ner. Arrowshaft was a winner of 39 races, and 
also dam of the winners William Tell, Archeress, 
Ravanna, Economist and Evil. Quiver won Bank- 
ers and Brokers, Martha Washington and Lake- 
side Stakes, and produced the winners Rustling 
Silk, Rose Hart, Amyntas, and the producer 
Tremble. Faireno was foaled at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. 


DISCOVERY WINS AGAIN 


Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s good colt Discov- 
ery (3-y-o, 113), which had won his last previous 
start with ridiculous ease, showed further signs 
of returning to his top form when he galloped 
home July 4 to win the forty-sixth running of the 
Brooklyn Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and upward, 14% miles) by six lengths. Only four 
horses faced the starter, the Manhasset Stable’s 
Rose Cross having been withdrawn because of an 
injured ankle. The Wheatley Stable’s Dark Se- 
cret (126), which won the event in 1933, ridden 
by Jockey Charlie Kurtsinger, was rushed into 
the lead and at the end of the first six furlongs 
held a two-length lead over Discovery. Coming 
into the stretch turn, Jockey Bejshak sent the 
son of Display to the inside, came up and disposed 
of Dark Secret, and drew away to win with speed 
in reserve. Six lengths behind Dark Secret was 
the Belair Stud Stable’s Fleam (3-y-o0, 108), 
which was coupled in the betting with Dark Se- 
cret. Halcyon (110), C. V. Whitney’s 6-year-old 
veteran, was last a length farther back. The 
time, best for the race since Questionnaire won 
in 1931, was :24%, :4814, 1:13, 1:37%, 1:494, 
track fast. Stakes division, $2,925, $800, $400, 
$200.

Discovery has raced 22 times, won five, finished 
second five times and third seven times. His total 
earnings are $23,172. He is the first stakes win- 
ner of his sire, and is the only winner of the two 
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foals of Ariadne which have started. Ariadne 
did not race. Adrienne is the dam of Andria 
(winner of 12 races, including Rainbow, Stakes) 
and is full sister to. Adrianople, winner and dam 
of the winner Giggle Box. Adriana won and pro- 
duced the winners Coquette (Clover, Demoiselle 
Stakes, Paumanok Handicap, etc.), Celandria 
(Clover, Demoiselle, Walden Stakes, Ladies’ Han- 
dicap, etc.), and Roederer, and of the producer 
Little Letty. 


OPTIONS AT SYRACUSE 

When the meeting at Syracuse opened July 4, 
it opened with Bookmakers John Moore and 
Frank C. Bain, of New York, and Hyam Feinberg, 
of Syracuse, and also with a betting system in- 
volving the purchase of options or shares, equiva- 
lent to pari-mutuel betting and a favorite extra- 
legal method of Joseph Cattarinich and Leo Dan- 
durand, Canadian promoters of the meeting. John 
Hay Whitney, member of the New York Racing 
Commission, who attended the opening day, de- 
clined to comment on the system, but announced 
that he would call a meeting of the Commission 
immediately to consider the problem. State Sena- 
tor J. J. Dunnigan, sponsor of one of New York’s 
racing bills, also refused to comment. More out- 
spoken was Senator James Crawford, co-author 
of the law that permits open wagering in New 
York, who said that the Syracuse system was in 
direct violation of the law and should be immedi- 
ately suppressed. 

Rumors that the Attorney General’s office in 
Albany was preparing to move against the Onon- 
daga Racing Association were met with a state- 
ment by General Manager J. Norman Beck that 
the Syracuse system was legal. ‘““‘We are informed 
by the best legal authority,” Mr. Beck said, “that 
our popular share option wagering is within the 
full letter and spirit of the law” July 5 Deputy 
Attorney General Irving H. Lessen made an in- 
vestigation of the system, and was conducted 
through the option plant by officials of the asso- 
ciation. On July 9 Attorney General John J. 
Bennett, Jr., announced that he had prepared an 
opinion on the subject, but was not prepared to 
make it public unless a state official requested it, 
and asked Chairman Bayard Swope of the New 
York State Racing Commission to file a formal 
request for the opinion. The opinion may be 
given before July 14, closing date of the Syracuse 
meeting. 

In the meanwhile, the Commission has directed 
that a representative be present at the handling 
of the money on each race, to see that the take- 
out is not unfairly large. ‘The presence of the 
representative,” Chairman Swope said, ‘will not 
mean that the Commission condones and ap- 
proves the system. He will not be a part of it, 
although his presence will cause the plan to be 
freer from attack than otherwise would be the 
case. Also it will tend to prevent too great a 
‘milking of the kitty.’’’ The statement further 
indicated that should the ruling of the Attorney 
General indicate that the Syracuse system of bet- 
ting is illegal, the Commission “will forthwith call 
a hearing for the purpose of determining as to 
the suspension of the Onondaga license.” If the 
Commission’s action comes too late for the cur- 
rent meeting it may affect the meeting booked 
for September 15 to 29. 


BECAUSE of the large number of claims, 47 thus 
far, which have been filed at Arlington Park, the 
claim box has been moved to the judges’ stand for 
the convenience of officials and horsemen. 


DOPE 


NEW POLICY IN ILLINOIS 

URING the remainder of the meeting at 

Arlington Park, saliva tests will be made 
from the winners of two races, to be determined 
by lot, according to C. J. Fitz Gerald, steward 
representing the Illinois Racing Commission. The 
policy went into effect July 2. Stewards pointed 
cut that no suspicion of irregularity is implied 
in the taking of these tests. Saliva tests will also 
be ordered by the stewards for other horses 
whose behavior gives reason for the measure. 


SUSPENSION SHORTENED 


When racing organizations began last winter 
to enforce the long-standing rules against doping 
horses, after raids by Federal officers had vir- 
tually forced them into action, conviction on the 
charge of using narcotics was tantamount to 
permanent suspension from the Turf. 

A saliva test of Perkins, in the sixth race at 
Latonia June 7, revealed the presence of caffeine. 
On June 13 Frank Gering, Jr., trainer and part 
owner of the horse, was suspended and denied the 
privileges of the course for the remainder of the 
year by the Latonia stewards, pending action by 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission. On 
July 7 the Commission considered a protest by 
Gering against the so-called severity of the 
ruling. That body’s decision was to approve the 
action of the stewards and the chemist, and to 
pass the case (that is, the buck) back to the 
stewards, telling them it was in their han@as. 
Later in the day the stewards announced that the 
suspension had been modified, and would termi- 
nate August 1. This would be a fairly severe 
penalty for a jockey who had carried his op- 
position wide in the stretch. 


SENTENCE STAYED 

Federal Judge Philip L. Sullivan in Chicago 
July 6 granted a stay of sentence, pending appeal, 
in the conviction of Jack Howard, race horse 
owner, and Charles Mitchell, stable foreman, for 
violation of the anti-narcotic act. Howard had 
been fined $500, Mitchell $50.

CATTARINICH WINS 

FTER announcing July 4 that the manage- 

ment of pari-mutuel betting would be limited 
to citizens of the United States, thereby indicat- 
ing that Joseph Cattarinich would not be ap- 
proved as manager of mutuels at Bainbridge 
Park, the Ohio Racing Commission changed its 
views and anounced July 6 that Mr. Cattarinich 
had been approved as managing director of the 
Bainbridge Breeders and Racing Association 
meeting, with jurisdiction over the entire plant. 
The statement also said: “Any previous misun- 
derstanding has been cleared to the satisfaction 
of all concerned.” The dates of the meeting are 
July 14 to July 28.

ROCKINGHAM PARK 


HE most successful race meeting now in 

operation in America continues to go for- 
ward at Rockingham Park, with more than a 
100% increase in the mutuel handle over iast 
year’s meeting, itself looked upon as _ extra- 
ordinarily successful. For the first 13 days of 
the meeting at Salem, attendance has averaged 
approximately 9,000 daily, with three crowds, on 
the two Saturdays and July 4, going over 20,000. 
On the Fourth, the totalizator’s ‘handle’ broke 
all previous records at Rockingham, reaching a 
total of nearly half a million dollars. For the 
first ten days of the meeting, $87,500 was turned 
over to the State of New Hampshire in tax 
money, and the prediction has been made that 
the state will benefit to the extent of nearly 
$500,000 before the close of the year. 

The average play, running over $260,000 daily, 
is the more impressive when one remembers the 
increase during the final weeks of last year’s 
meeting, and Mortimer Mahony, in charge of 
betting, predicts a season’s average of $300,000 
daily. <A table indicating the amounts handled 
through the machines for this and last seascn 
demonstrates that the increase is not merely the 
result cf July 4, or of a few big days, but a 
steady and consistent increase:

BLACKBIRDER SURPRISES 

Blackbirder, a selling plater which ran in 12 
races before finishing in the money, and which 
was claimed for $1,500 by the Silver Stock Farm 
Stable from the Greentree Stable on the occasion 
of his first victory, May 17, stepped into the 
stakes class July 7 when his closing rush beat F. 
Spatola’s Wise Prince (117) by a head in the 
second running of the Juvenile Handicap ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) at Rockingham 
Park. Under the lightest impost, 100 pounds, the 
gelded son of Bostonian overcame the disadvan- 
tage of a slow start by a good second quarter and 
a game drive which won in the final yards. The 
start of the race was delayed by Blackbirder’s 
usual poor post manners, and he got away next 
to last in a field of 12. Leaving Wise Prince, 
Candy Prince (108), and Time Flight (115) to 
make the early running, Jockey F. Maschek 
worked Blackbirder up gradually, went to the 
outside for the drive, drew even with Wise Prince 
some 20 yards out, and was pulling away at the 
end. Third, two and one-half lengths back, was 
J. B. Belk’s Wise Sister (109) which had come 
up gradually to lead P. A. Shaw’s Gov. Scholtz 
(122), the favorite, for third position. Behind 
these, in order, came Candy Prince (108), Morn- 
ing Mail (110), Star Chase (107), Jobakheta 
(1061,), Stainforth (122), also well backed, Time 
Flight (115), Jessie D. M. (105), and Teeter Tot-

Gunfire won Mermaid, Venus 
Stakes, Metropolitan Handicap, ete., and pro- 
duced six winners. 


FALSE START AT ROCKINGHAM 

The spectators at Rockingham Park on July 3 
were treated to an unusual occurrence in the 
sixth race, when Phil T. Chinn’s Plucky Lady 
kicked the battery box, ringing the bell for the 
start while Starter James Milton’s attention was 
directed elsewhere. With the exception of Jockeys 
P. Sage and C. E. Allen, the riders failed to heed 
the recall flag, and ultimately were fined $25 each 
for the oversight. The race was declared no con- 
test, and was re-run after the regular program 
was finished. Mrs. R. T. Flippen’s Sambo Brown 
forestalled possible complaints by winning both 
times. The track was the only loser, the totali- 
zator pool for the run-off totaling some $5,000 
less than had been bet on the original race and 
refunded after the false start. The winner paid 
slightly better odds in the second running. 


COLLATERAL’S STRONG FINISH 


The C. V. Whitney stable accounted for the sec- 
ond successive stakes at the Rockingham Park 
meeting July 4 when Collateral (3-y-o, 102) 
swept down the stretch in a spectacular finish to 
snatch the Independence Day Handicap ($7,500 
added, 3-year-olds and upward, 14% miles) from 
F. A. Griffith’s Sarada (116) in the final 70 
yards. The Whitney colt, bred very much like 
Twenty Grand, was registering his first victory of 
the year, and like his stablemate Jabot, which 
won the Speed Handicap June 30, he indicated 
superiority over the rest of the field. S. W. Lab- 
rot’s Greyglade (3-y-o0, 95) was away first, but 
was immediately outrun by W. S. Kilmer’s 
Sunador (3-y-o, 102) which led the field for the 
first mile. Piety (3-y-o0, 97), which showed a 
flash of early speed, was third after the first 
quarter, Dark Winter (116) fourth, and Flaming 
Mamie (99), which insists on going along with 
the good ones, running fifth. Sarada was eighth, 
and Collateral last, a length farther back. After 
the half-mile, the Griffith racer began to move up, 
being third at the three-quarter mark, second in 
the turn to the stretch. Jockey Hunter let the 
son of *St. Germans trail the field almost to the 
stretch, and then began to wear down the leaders, 
running free of interference on the outside. Suna- 
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dor tired and fell back. Sarada went past Grey- 
glade to take a brief lead which he held until the 
closing yards, but Collateral, closing powerfully, 
headed the 4-year-old son of *Sir Gallahad III in 
the final strides and won by a neck, going fastest 
of all. Greyglade held on stubbornly to take 
third position a length behind the leaders, beating 
Sunador by a nose. The rest of the field, in order, 
were Dark Winter, entered with Sunador as the 
W. S. Kilmer entry, and favorite at 17-10, Old 
Depot (95), Piety, Star Fire (104), and Flaming 
Mamie, the latter three being hopelessly out of it. 
Time, :2424, :48, 1:3844, 1:514, track 
fast. Stakes division, $5,510, $1,500, $750, $350.

PLANS FOR BAY MEADOWS 


N San Francisco last week plans were going 

forward rapidly for the meeting which the 
California Jockey Club will promote at the Bay 
Meadows course now under construction at sub- 
urban San Mateo. William P. Kyne, general man- 
ager, announced that more than 100 men would 
be added to the force at work on the grandstand 
and that the track proper would be ready for rac- 
ing by the end of September, though the meeting 
does not open until late in October. Mr. Kyne 
stated that the California Horse Racing Board 
would be asked to approve the selection of Chris- 
topher J. Fitz Gerald for presiding steward, and 
that, if Mr. Fitz Gerald is not available, Tom 
Thorpe will be sought to serve in that capacity. 
Harry Morrissey, he said, would have preference 
for the job of starter. Peter Clark, of San Fran- 
cisco, for more than 15 years on Mr. Kyne’s staff 
of officials, is to be proposed as associate steward. 
Purses probably will have a minimum of $700, 
and a $1,000 claiming price minimum is under 
consideration. 


CAMERA-TIMER 


Officials of the Los Angeles Turf Club recently 
entered into an agreement with Electrical Re- 
search Products, Inc., for the installation at the 
new Santa Anita track of equipment for which 
many a visionary Turf writer has howled. Ac- 
cording to the company’s announcement, the 
races will be timed automatically by a light-beam 
arrangement similar to that which is to be used 
at Hawthorne next month; an automatically 


taken picture will be available to the placing 
judges shortly after the unofficial placing of each 
finish has been announced; a motion picture cam- 
era with telescopic lens will record the running 
of each race for checking purposes. 


MUTUEL TOTALS 


At Sacramento, the state capital, Rolland 
Vandegrift, State Director of Finance, announced 
recently that a total of $6,558,700 had been wag- 
ered at California race courses this year, and 
that 4 per cent of this total, or $258,348, had been 
paid into the State Treasury. Division of the 
State’s share: $20,000 to the California Horse 
Racing Board, $100,000 to the state fair, 5 per 
cent of the remainder to citrus fairs and 40 per 
cent to county fairs, the remainder to promote 
agricultural education. 


WASHINGTON 


LONGACRES 


HE race meeting at Longacres, which began 

June 28, and has been featured by such in- 
novations in Pacific Coast racing as the substi- 
tution of the graded handicap for claiming races 
and the abolition of the “also eligible’”’ class, has 
shown a large increase over its 1933 figures. The 
first four days of the meeting, including a Satur- 
day and Sunday, attracted 35,000, and saw the 
mutuel “handle’’ total $186,914. Last year the 
turnover for the first four days was $94,456. The 
Washington track, which holds races on Sundays 
and skips Mondays, also had a fine crowd on the 
Fourth, when 15,000 turned out to see Charles 
McDonough’s Listo lower the track record for 
1 1-16 miles to 1:45 in the $1,000 Independence 
Day Handicap. Jockey Herbert Simmons, whose 
riding has been the sensation of the meeting, was 
astride the winner. Listo is an 8-year-old son of 
My Play out of Mollie Elliott, by *Voter. 

The Inaugural, feature of the opening day, was 
won by Mrs. Alberta Ryan’s Frisky Matron, by 
Bistouri—Suffrage, by Broomstick, again with 
Jockey Simmons in the saddle. 

Ruth Parton, Washington breeder, owner and 
trainer, sent her first winner of the meeting to 
the post July 5, when Plenty Money won a race 
for Washington-bred horses.

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STUD NEWS 
DEATH OF *DIS DONC 
* IS DONC, famous as the sire of Top Flight, 
the largest money-winner among _ the 
world’s Thoroughbred mares, died of a locked 
bowel at the C. V. Whitney Farm, Lexington, 
Sunday, July 1. 

Foaled in France during the war year of 1918, 
the breeding of *Dis Donc was a matter of con- 
venience rather than of bloodlines. His dam, Lady 
Hamburg II, by Hamburg out of *Lady Frivoles 
(dam of Tippity Witchet), by St. Simon, bred 
in America by the late H. P. Whitney and shipped 
to England in 1909 as a yearling, produced there 
as her first foal the good winner *Purdey. In 
1912 she was bred to Spearmint and shipped to 
France, where she produced the following spring 
the good stakes winner and splendid sire *Chicle 
(called Ruser in the French Stud Book). Then 
came two unimportant foals by *Rock Sand. In 
1917 the late Fred Hoey, then manager for Mr. 
Whitney in Europe, sent Lady Hamburg to Sar- 
danapale because “he was at the most conven- 
iently situated stud to which he could get rail- 
road transport.” (Horse and Hound, January 8, 
1932.) *Dis Donc, foaled the following spring, 
and his dam were returned in 1918 to the United 
States, where Lady Hamburg foaled the good 
horse Whiskalong in 1922. As a yearling *Dis 
Donec was found by the late James Rowe, Sr., to 
be a horse of exceptional speed, but unsoundness 
and too much size militated against his success 
on the track. He started only once, at three, in 
a one-mile maiden race for maidens at Saratoga 
August 6, 1921, and finished third in a poor field. 

In 1923 *Dis Donc was bred to a few mares and 
for several years he was given limited oppor- 
tunities at the Whitney farm. For the season 
of 1931 he was leased to Kenneth Dawes and 
stood at the latter’s farm near Montreal. But 
that year appeared his great daughter, the sensa- 
tional Top Flight (out of Flyatit, by Peter Pan), 
unbeaten at two, and the following season *Dis 
Donc was back at the Whitney farm. 

*Dis Donc sired a large percentage of unsound 
horses, but despite this fact and his limited op- 
portunities he got, besides Top Flight, the 
stakes winners Indian Runner, Gold Basis, Oh 
Say, Malolo, Avenger, I Say, Dis Dat and Volette 
and other good horses.

Sun Teaparty died of pneumonia at Detroit 
July 5.

No “Options” 


T seems improbable managers of tracks now in 

operation in New York-—and there’s not a 
showman among them—-will have to fear compe- 
tition from a promoter so long as pari-mutuel 
wagering is illegal. The Onondaga Racing Asso- 
ciation, not content with gate receipts and a tax 
on books, attempted to stick a finger in the bet- 
ting pie through using the option system. There 
was immediate objection from the State Racing 
Commission and it is expected Messrs. Dandurand 
and Cattarinich will discover they can’t get away 
with it. Nor does Old Rosebud imagine a syndi- 
cate ring, the ‘next best thing,’’ can be achieved 
as an alternative.

Poor Fields 


EW YORK’S fields continue poor by compari- 

son with those at mutuel tracks. It is evi- 
dent that the sport cannot be rehabilitated to its 
former high station through increases in the 
purse minimum. Two changes apparently very 
necessary are an increase in the number and 
values of stakes and more races in which trainers 
of important stables can run their $3,000, $4,000 
and $5,000 horses without risk of haltermen tak- 
ing them, or taking them too cheaply. The races 
at points other than Belmont Park and Saratoga 
are for cheap horses.

Discovery 


ISCOVERY impressed Old Rosebud at Aque- 

duct. His speed is unquestioned, and he looks 
better than for the spring 33-year-old stakes. The 
Display colt may take plenty of whipping in the 
Classic. Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s pride has 
bowed five times this year to Cavalcade, but 
many felt after the Brooklyn Handicap, his first 
stakes victory, the blaze-faced youngster may 
have improved’ enough to reverse that order in 
the $35,000 event at Arlington Park. Others de- 
clare that when he is asked to carry those eight 
more pounds, he will again have to be content 
with a placing behind Cavalcade. In any event, 
it cannot be said the 1934 3-year-olds are a bad 
lot. With Discovery, Peace Chance and Caval- 
cade in the division, it is the best in two years, 
maybe more. 

Dark Secret ran very disappointingly in the 
Brooklyn Handicap. Bodily, he never looked 
better in the paddock and began as if to make a 
runaway of it, but could not hang Discovery 
more than four or five strides, though conceding 
only three pounds by the scale. Discovery ran 
the nine furlongs in 1:494s, the last quarter near 
:24 flat, just galloping, while Indian Runner was 
driving to run the route in the Stars and Stripes 
in the same time, over a faster track and carry- 
ing eight pounds under the scale. Between them, 
Discovery and Indian Runner had all the best fit 
handicap horses in the country behind them. 
There’s reason to enthuse over Discovery’s 
Brooklyn. 

The color theorists might explain why Discov- 
ery is a chestnut, his sire, Display, a brown and 
his dam, Ariadne, a brown. Discovery represents 
a distinct type sired by the Walter J. Salmon 
horse, chestnuts, often with a blaze, like the Fair 
Plays, animals of good size and range. Display 
himself was far from a handsome horse in train- 
ing, but his issue are less ragged and have more

finish. However, real quality is another thing, 
and one wonders if he will ever get a horse able 
to earn as much as his $256,526. Discovery is 
like Display as to ruggedness, perhaps, and 
stamina, showing more speed. Unlike him at the 
post. He was watching a van pull into the back- 
stretch gate at Aqueduct as the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap barrier was sprung. Display chased Mars 
over the fence into the infield at the post for the 
Preakness Stakes.

Unbeaten in three starts as this is written and 
holder of the five-furlong mark at Arlington 
Park, Black Helen may become the fourth 
straight filly to win a Saratoga Special. That’s 
her first stakes chance. 


Ten Best 


ARRY N. PRICE, in The New York Press, 

has been conducting a symposium among 
horsemen on the 10 best horses of the past 10 
years and his findings are as follows: Equipoise 
(by a big majority), Sun Beau, Reigh Count, 
Twenty Grand, Gallant Fox, Sarazen, Blue Lark- 
spur, Display, Crusader and Bubbling Over, in 
that order. Using the same 10 horses, Old Rose- 
bud, in case anybody cares, would rank them: 
Equipoise, Sarazen, Blue Larkspur, Reigh Count, 
Crusader, Twenty Grand, Sun Beau, Display, 
Bubbling Over, Gallant Fox. The second four 
were mighty close together. Twenty Grand was 
a 3-year-old champion. Gallant Fox was a bit 
lucky, less willing than Twenty Grand and like 
that horse met only one or two first-class 3-year- 
olds. Sun Beau was not a great handicap horse, 
though a good, durable one. 


New High 


OTING that a new high of $488,774 has been 

reached in the pari-mutuel turnover at Rock- 
ingham Park, one wonders if there will be a 
$400,000 handle during the September meeting 
there, particularly with the Naragansett track 
running through August and drawing upon Bos- 
ton. That community, proven an excellent one 
for racing, will go the way of New Orleans and 
Cincinnati, if promoters only have their way, and 
legislators usually let them have it.

Black Buddy 


LACK BUDDY did not run a bad race in his 
1934 debut though finishing fifth in a field of 
six for the featured Inwood Handicap at Empire 
City’s opener. He was beaten three heads and a 
nose. Trainer Brennan expects the Bud Lerner 
colt to shape up a smart sprinter, once in top 
form. He’s in the Delaware, American Legion 
Handicaps, etc., there, but from a perusal of the 
nominations to Saratoga stakes, it is manifest 
that Greentree Stable was placing main depend- 
ence in First Minstrel and Spy Hill, two incapaci- 
tated by racing in the early season. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Dasher 


ASHER, winner of the Great American, is a 

sluggish, improving sort of colt which might 
develop into one of the season’s best, though he 
disappointed many times in the short early spring 
dashes. Kentuckians well recall both the sire 
and dam of this one, *Epinard and Rothermel. 
The French horse ran one of the best races at a 
mile and a quarter seen on Kentucky soil to be 
runner-up to Sarazen in 2:0045 under 126 pounds 
in the third of the International Specials, while 
Rothermel, which raced for Hon. Johnson N. 
Camden, was a 1:11 sprinter of the first water. 
*Light Brigade is gaining posthumous fame. He 
is maternal grandsire of both Dasher and 
Discovery. 


* 
Worth a Chance 


ALCYON, brother to Victorian and Whiskery, 

will get a stud chance when he has finished 
racing, the writer understands. “Peck’s Bad 
Boy,” as Trainer Healey calls the son of Broom- 
stick—-Prudery, is a fast, exceedingly well bred 
6-year-old and has plenty of speed, though of 
late he has grown cunning. ‘He’s every bit as 
large as his daddy,” declares “Cuba” Ollright, 
Whitney stable foreman long with the elder 
James Rowe. “And his mother was a fine mare. 
I recall Mr. Rowe had me work Prudery at 
Brookdale one morning while he was away and 
could hardly believe the time. Had me go out 
on the track with him and time horses he was 
timing, checking with his watch. Then he was 
satisfied Prudery actually went a half around 46 
seconds over that track. She came right on up 
here and won a string of 2-year-old races, in fact 
was the best filly that year, though she always 
walked away from the post.” Prudery might 
have come close to winning the Derby but for 
becoming enamoured of Tryster on its eve. 


Juveniles 


EW developments among the 2-year-olds 

should be numerous at Saratoga, because of 
the many brisk workers among Long Island colts 
and fillies unable to get to the post thus far in 
the season, due to bucked shins, coughing, etc. 
One must string along with Plat Eye for the time 
being. Mrs. Payne Whitney's colt is a most de- 
termined, steady fellow, admired by all who saw 
him level down in the Juvenile. Just a few of 
the New York youngsters may commute for Ar- 
lington stakes and C. V. Whitney appears to have 
a likely prospect for the Lassie there in Motto, 
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an $800 yearling which won the Fashion at Bel- 
mont. Black Helen, undersized and ailing as a 
yearling, but one of the best in the Bradley 
string, has no engagements in major 2-year-old 
dashes at Arlington and the Spa. She has won 
three straights and is unbeaten. Colonel Brad- 
ley’s cruel luck was continued when his more 
promising youngsters at Belmont Park contract- 
ed the cough.

Weights 


ALTER SPENCER VOSBURGH’S every list 

of weights for a metropolitan handicap is 
freighted with surprises. For instance, in the 
Brooklyn Handicap, the sage of New Rochelle 
asked Singing Wood to give away weight on the 
scale to every eligible with the exception of 
Equipoise. With 115 pounds for the Fourth of 
July feature, the Futurity-Withers winner was 
rated three pounds better than Peace Chance, five 
pounds better than Discovery at a mile and a 


furlong. Moreover, Peace Chance is considered 
just two pounds better than Spy Hill and the 
latter, now on the farm, a pound superior to Dis- 
covery. Mr. Vosburgh continues to rate Tick On 
higher than Burgoo King, giving the former 120, 
the latter 114, though Trainer Dick Thompson 
stoutly declares the ailing Burgoo King a better 
horse, pointing to their races when under differ- 
ent barns in the Derby and Preakness. “Maybe 
he thinks I’m kidding,” Trainer James Healy 
exclaimed when he saw the weights. 


TRAINER William Irvine has been left with only 
two horses, Greyglade and the juvenile Stain- 
forth, for the remainder of the Rockingham Park 
meeting. Monel bowed a tendon in the New Eng- 
land Handicap June 27; Springsteel fell and had 
to be destroyed after the Speed Handicap June 
30; and Round Table was claimed out of the New 
England Handicap for $5,000. A crowd of nearly 
500 persons attended the burial of Springsteel in 
the infield July 1.
